Six thousand foreign born citizens of 
Chicago yesterday made the Coliseum 
the burial place of nine varieties of 
hyphens. 

One by one the roll of the different 
races and nations was called, and in 
each case the eager answer of unswerv- 
ing allegiance, of loyalty “to the last 
drop of blood,” was made. 

From the foreign settlements of the 
west side they had marched to the Coli- 
seum proudly waving the stars and 
stripes. Most conspicuous were the 
members of the Bohemian women’s go- 
cities, nearly 500 of them, dressed in 
white. There were more than twice as 
many Bohemian men, carrying banners 
with the emblem *‘ Bohemians for Amer- 


POLISH IN NATIVE DRESS. 
“More ‘pictiiresque were” the Falcons, 
a Polish organization, garbed in a na- 
tive. costume of red and brown and 
wearing a little cap with a feather 
jauntily stuck in it. The long line was 
filled out with hundreds of others, 
chiefly Slovaks, with a scattering of 
Serbians, Italians, and Croatians. At 
the hall they were joined by little 
groups of English, Canadians, Belgians, 
and French. | 

Only the German-Americans were of: 
ficialy absent. It appeared that the 
invitation to have them join in the pa- 
triotic demonstration had not been 
pressed, aud they had withdrawn be- 
cause they felt they were not in com- 
plete harmony with the races chigtly 
represented.

THEME HIT BY BOHEMIAN. 

Although all the speakers endeavored to

“This is not so much the funeral of 
the old carcass of the hated hyphen,” he 
said, “ as it is the resurrection of the true 
Americanism with all its lofty ideals of 
justice, with fervent worship of free- 
dom, with its wholesome hatred of all 
potentates and reactionary powers. 

“ Moreover, we have come to fight the 
hyphen wherever it may be found. We 
have come to condemn its noxious fruit— 
espionage, destruction of munition facto- 
ries, and the use of the political club to 
prevent the American government from 
doing its duty according to international 
law. : ’ 

“If it is necessary for us to turn 
against our native country and give our 
lives for the star spangled banner we 
are ready and willing to do it” 

In like manner the speakers for the 
various races who followed on the pro- 
gram performed the obsequies over the 
hyphen.

CARRANZA SAYS 


Declares in An Interview That 
Mexico Has Been Mis- 
understood. 


Mexico City, July 4—In an interview 


today at the national palace, Gen. Car- 
ranza stated to the correspondent of the 
| New York Times that Mexico had been 
misunderstood by the people of the 
United States and that he wished to state 
the actual position of the Mexican re- 
public. 

“TI have been greatly surprised that 
the press of the Untted States, and a large 
part of the thinking people of that coun- 
try, suppose that the Mexican govern- 
ment is procuring and wishes war with 
the United States,”’ the first chief said. 
“I wish to declare that all the acts which 
have been executed recently with respect 
to the international difficulties have had 
no other purpose than to watch over na- 
tional honor and to preserve, by all hon- 
orable means possible, peace and good 
relations with the United States. 


Feared Other Invasions. 

“ IT wish that the American people could 
see with all clearness the Mexican point 
of view, so that my acts would be inter- 
preted as they should be. In effect Mex- 
ico has seen her territory invaded by 
American troops, which. although de- 
claring that they came to codperate with 
the Mexican government in the prosecu- 
tion of bandits, in reality entered with- 
out the knowledge or permission of the 
Mexican government, and have contin- 
ued to move freely without conferring 
with the Mexicen military authorities. 
Mexico saw afterward that it was threat- 
ened with a series of expeditions of the 
same nature. 

“Later restrictions were placed upon 
her commerce. Free passage of mer- 
chandise was forbidden across the bor- 
der, military supplies destined for the 
Mexican government were embargoed, 
the militia of the United States was or- 
dered to the border, the state depart- 
ment ordered all Americans residing in 
the republic to leave Mexico territory, 
and, lastly, mobilized the navy. 

“Rudimentary Prudence.” 

“In view of these facts the Mexican 
government has been obliged to think that 
the United States wished war, The acts 
of rudimentary prudence that the Mexi- 
can government hes hed to execute, in 
view of the attitude assumed by the Unit- 
ed States, and the note sent by Mexico 
asking the United States to define its at- 
titude have been interpreted as hostile 
acts of the Mexican government against 
the United States. The Mexican govern- 
ment, nevertheless, never hes failed to 
desire most sincerely peace with the Unit- 
ed States and could have no interest wish-

Several witnesses had been se- 
eretly rushed from Chicago to the Wis- 
consin city to present the evidence 
against Shields. 

It is charged in the true bill that Shields 
transported Jeannette Palmer from Chi- 
cago two years ago and established her 
as head of a resort in Superior. Hinton 
G. Clabaugh’'s men have been working op 
the cage for montha, both in Chicago and 
Superior, 

So far ae could be learned last night 
the warrant has not yet been served. A 
dispatch from Superior stated Shields 
could not be found. 

Agent of “Chris” Wielie. 

Shields was the “ affidavit agent” of 
Cc. F. Wiehe, brother-in-law of Edward 
Hines, during the Lorimer impeachment 
investigation. 

In his work for Wiehe Shields tray- 
eled all over the country getting affida- 
vits to contradict the statement that 
Wiehe had told William Burgess on the 
Winnipeg fiyer that $100,000 had been 
raised to elect Lorimer. 

Shields also received notoriety through 
his activity in behalf of the election of 
former Senator Stephenson of Wiscon- 
gin. It was charged Shields persuaded 
three Democratic members of the legis- 
lature to absent themselves, thus giving
